“SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST.”’ 


In the sinking of the Lusitania there 
were lost 68 per cent of 291 first cabin 
passengers, 87 per cent of 599 second cabin 
passengers and only 46 per cent of 1,011 
steerage passengers and members of the 
crew. 

We may consider the disparity between 
percentages of the lost in the first and 
second cabins as controlled in part at least 
by the superior advantages which the first 
cabin passengers enjoy, giving them access 
to those portions of the vessel from which 
escape would prove easiest in case of 
accident. 

But steerage passengers are confined to 
quarters below the decks; the crew are 
scattered from one end of the vessel to the 
other, many serving below the decks in 
its bottommost holds. Averaged, their 
opportunity for escape from a rapidly-sink- 
ing vessel is less, considerably, than that 
of the second cabin passengers. 

Notwithstanding these disadvantages, 
we find of steerage passengers and mem 
bers of the crew, there were saved 
than half, while scarcely one-fourth of the 
first and second cabin passengers got away 
with their lives.

illustration of the doctrine of 
the survival of the fittest? In the steerage 
we find the laborer; among the 
crew the man hardened and brawny from 
physical toil. + It is strength that tells in 
a time like this, and this may be said with- 
out imputing to any man aboard the Lusi- 
tania the saving of his own life at the ex- 
pense of those who were weaker. But the 
law of self-preservation knows few excep- 
tions, and it is through that law that the 
doctrine of the survival the fittest 
prevails.

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TOO MANY COUNTIES. 

The usual legislative upheaval over new 
county propositions is again promised this 
summer. Already half a dozen well-defined 
new county plans have reached the stage of 
mature development, while as many more 
are in process of incubation. Unrestricted, 
this system of long division promises to go 
on until Georgia becomes a series of polit- 
ical divisions so small as to interfere seri- 
ously with the constructive progress of the 
state. 

With more of these political divisions 
than any other state in the union, excepting 
Texas, Georgia now has too many counties— 
would be better off if she had considerably 
less. 

Every time a new county is created it 
means additional burden, not only for the 
people of the new political division, but 
upon those whose territory has been dimin- 
ished. There are courthouses to be built, 
county officials to be employed at regular 
annual compensation, and other expenditures 
which must be taken care of. The amount 
consumed by a set of county officials alone 
subtracts seriously from the sum of annual 
constructive development that might be had 
if this expense did not have to be met. 

Added burdens come also to state and 
county—always from the public pocketbook 
—in the increased legislative and judicial 
program; legislature and conventions be- 
come top-heavy and unwieldy, and, generally 
speaking, new county-making is becoming a 
process of building against progress. 

Georgia needs no more new counties: in 
fact, it would be to her advantage to. cut 
down the number. What the state rather 
needs is fewer and better counties—counties 
that take a pride in their wide area and 
seek its best and highest development 
through industry and effort. 

There would be just about as much sense 
in a proposal to take parts of Georgia, 
Alabama and Florida and form a new state 
of them as in many of the schemes for cut- 
ting up the Georgia counties and creating 
endless smaller divisions. 

The Constitution publishes today a com 
munication on this subject from Grover C. 
Edmondson, former member of the legisla- 
ture from Brooks county, who joins his pro- 


| test to that of others against the further 


| 


subdivision of the state. Mr. Edmondson 
offers, in this connection, a suggestion for 
the consideration of the legislature when the 
new county propésals are sprung upon it. 
Whether along the lines which Mr. Edmond- 
son proposes, or through some still more 
applicable solution, we doubt not the legis- 
lature can find effective answer to the new 
county claimants in a general law that will 
either shut off further territorial division 
altogether, or put them so severely upon 
their merits as to make them “deliver the 
goods” in advance of favorable action. 

The Constitution has no word of con- 
demnation for those who have secured and 
are making the most of their new county 
divisions recently created. We have no par- 
ticular new county plan in view in entering 
this protest. We believe if the people in 
proposed new county territory themselves 
would give the question careful and rational 
consideration they would stand in the 
way of it. 

The politicians and the real estate specu 
lators are the chief beneficiaries of these 
new county schemes, and, in our opinion, 
the state has enough and too many of these, 
as she has of new counties. 
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THE END OF THE WAR. 


Keen-witted financiers who look deeply 
into conditions, and who are sometimes pos- 
sessed of information that not reach 
the general public, have encouraged, through 
prediction, the hope that early summer 
would see the end of the European war. 

They made these predictions regardless 
of Lord Kitchener's famous reply to an in- 
terrogator: “I don’t know when the war 
end, but it will begin in May.” They 
made them despite Germany’s announced 
determination to fight to the last drop of 
German blood before sacrificing one whit 
of their aims and purposes; in the face of 
the signed agreement of the allies to make 
no and of the declaration 
that Belgium must be restored, 

Notwithstanding determined 
tudes of the combatants, we have been en- 
couraged to believe that somehow or other 
something would happen which would lead 
to negotiation and the struggle. 
Some, perhaps, figured on Austria's weak- 
ening; on Italy’s entrance into the 
hostilities; others have felt that the people

TWO WORLD STUDENTS 
WHO APPEAR IN 
MY DIARY. 


By Isma Dooly. 

Lord Bryce and Sir Frederick Pollock, 
the two names heading the lst of men ap- 
pointed by Premier Asquith to investigate 
for Great Britain and report on outrages 
allewed to have been committed by German 
troops during the present war, are names 
calculated to inspire world confidence. Both 
men are students and scholars of interna- 
tional fame, and, aside from their achieve- 
ment in their professions, Bryce, the great 
diplomat, and Pollock, one of the greatest 
authorities on law, they are contributors to 
history and literature, and to knowledge of 
world ‘things along varied lines. Besides 
his service to England, as ambassador to the 
United States, Mr. Bryce even before that time 
had visited this country, accumulating data 
for several books and eSsays pertalning tothe 
republic and American institutions, his con- 
tributions on latter subject used as a 
text book by greater universities. Mr. 
Brvyee is especially interested in the history 
and progress of the south. He is an ardent 
admirer of our great generals, and our 
writers, and keeps stored in his marvelous 
memory a visit he made to Atlanta not long 
after the war.

It is estimated that a child between 5 and 10 years of age is worth to 
the state $950: 
The average value of life of all ages is worth $2,900. Now, every time we 
put our children in a school room with insanitary surroundings, we are 
risking an actual monetary loss; we lessen their earning power and reduce 
their value. It is of little value, without bodily vigor, to endeavor to impart 
education. Many men with frail bodies have accomplished great things, but 
even they did not do what they might have done had they had a stronger 
physique. 

Some of the chief dangers in our schools are poor light, poor ventilation, 
irregular heat, overcrowded rooms, and the dangers that come from contact 
with other pupils, which may be to some extent overcome. 

Dressler. one of our best authorities on teaching, says that no mental 
training is complete which overlooks the training of the body as well. The 
relation between physical health and conduct is very close. The preservation 
of health is very closely connected with character building, and in order to 
make good citizens we must look after both the physical and mental health 
of the children.

a CHILD LABOR LEGISLATION 


It is a pleasure to state that the gain in better laws for the women and 
children in the southern states has been very great. Louisiana, in 1908, 
passed a child labor law, leading all the other southern states. Now each 
state has done something for her women and children. 

But have the improved laws greatly benefited the conditions of the chil- 
dren’ Most of us seem perfectly contented to write the law into the statutes 
of the state and then feel that all is well. No law is self-enforcing, and the 
question of enforcement is the most important point in any child labor 
legislation We are wasting much effort and.money in simply passing 
laws if they are not to be enforced. | 

Embodied in the law should be proper provision for enforcement. The 
office of factory inspector should be regarded as one of the most important 
in the gift of the state, for in no other position can a man or woman do 
more for humanity. The duty this office carries is a three-sided proposition 
inasmuch as there are three factors to be reckoned with—the workers. the 
manufacturers and the public. The workers have their rights to be guarded 
in every possible way, so also has the owner of the plant, and the public has

The three principal bills which will 
be taken up are an anti-docking and 
fining ‘bill, one granting a semi-month- 


ly pay day and the other extending 
the duties of the factory inspector to 
cover infractions of the child labor law 
enacted last year. 

“Definite measures will be under- 
taken to reach every member of the 
legislature,” said Louie P. Marquardt, 
recently elected president of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Labor. “In the 
State-wide canvass cf the politicians 
which will follow this meeting in Ma- 
con in behalf of these bills, every labor 
organization will be held responsible 
tor its active co-operation. The state 
will be districted and the labor bodies 
within these districts will take up the 
bills with their legislative member or 
members. These districts will be ar- 
ranged, in so far as may be possibie, 
to coincide with the sections the sev- 
eral legislatorg represent so that there 
may be no lost motion and little over- 
lapping.”’

FRANCE IS PREPARING 
FOR RUSH OF WOUNDED 


Hundreds of Hospitals Cleared 
to Provide for Heavy Cas- 
ualties of New Offensive. 


London.—(Correspondence of the As 
Press.)—France has for seév- 
eral weeks been clearing hundreds of 
its more accessible hospitals of pa- 
tients {in order to provide for the heavy 
casualties of the new offensive move- 
ments. Sick and wounded have been 
removed to crossroads, villages and to 
hospitals tn the country improvised 
from former monasteri®@s and convents 
Although already crowded, beds are 
added to every hospital in order to in- 
crease the capacity. The plan is to 
have the base hospitals and all those 
on the main railway lines ready 
care for the newly wounded. In the 
early months of the war. much of the 
loss of life and limb was due to gan- 
grene resulting from slow transporta- 
tion. 

A report describing France's prepara- 

tions for the new rush of wounded and 
the difficult problems with which her 
hospitals are already confronted has 
been laid before the French Wounded 
Emergency fund by Miss Daisy Polk, of 
| San Francisco, who recently toured 
Brittany with Mrs. Partridge Klots, 
'formerly of Baltimore. In the Breton 
section of France, Miss Yolk and Mrs. 
Klots delivered supplies to 142 hos- 
pitals, of which they personally in- 
spected 92. These supplies came in 
large part from American contribu- 
tors. 

Provincial Hospitals Poorly 
French provincial hospitals, 
Polk found, are poorly equipped 
whole, some as primitive as one would 
expect in Serbia. France failed to an- 
ticipate the war by storing’ supplies 
'and cataloguing possible hospitals. Her 
entire energies for a time were con- 
os ntrated on the military end. Surgical 
instruments, drugs and antiseptics fell 
| far short of the demand. Trained nurses 
'were few When thousands of wound- 
jedi began to arrive from the front daily, 
| their housing and care had naturally 
i to done in rough emergency fash- 
ion Conditions have now greatly im- 
proved, vet there is not a village in 
France without its quota of convales- 

cents. 

The hospitals of Brittany. Miss Polk 
found, often badly furnished and over- 
crowded. In the village of Quiniper she 
visited a hospital without either gas 
or running water, without chairs and 
without the necessary operating equip- 
ment. The operating table was of 
lain wood, and the aterilizing had to 
. done, as in many of the French 
hospitals, by improvised ovens When 
patients arrived after dark, wounds 
were dressed and emergency opera- 
tions done by candle light

This need was often 
filled immediately by the supplies dis- 
tributed. Pillows, blankets, hospital 
clothes. sterilized cotton and bandages 
from the emergency fund have been 
God-sends In many places even the 
cotton had run out, and dressings. of 
coarse towel were used, washed and 
used again. Sterilized absorbent cot- 
ton is a rarity in all the French hos- 
pitals, and cotton batting is ordi- 
narilyvy used. 

Trained nurses were few In the early 
part of the war, apart from the Sis- 
ters of Mercy, as France has no train- 
ing system corresponding with the 
Enelish or American. But French wom- 
en, even of the highest society, have 
worked with great devotion, doing the 
most menial tasks, while men and wom- 
en nurses have been hastily trained 
to supplement the sisters. Nuns ban- 
ished bv the church separation act 
have also been called back from exile. 
The nurses at the village of Broons 
were recalled from the Island of Jer- 
ev 
: Miss Polk says the cheerfulness and 
patience of the French wounded sur- 
passed belief. They are as easily han- 
died as children. Miss Polk saw one 
man who had been in eight hospitals 
and undergone five operations during 
the past three months, yet he seemed 
cheerful. and contented although he 
still had some unextracted lead in his
